For 
they knew, the Rage of the People 
would fignify but litile, unlcfs it was 
properly and vigoroufly directed ; 
and if Providence had not brought 
about a Change in our Councils, they 
might very probably have brought 
all their ambitious Schemes to Per- 
feftion before this Time; but by 
the vigorcus and prudent Meafures 
his Majefty has fince purfued, par- 
ticularly that of forming a powerful 
Army upon the Frontiers of France 
itfelf, they have hitherto been dif- 
appointed ; and when we fee the 
good Effett thofe Meafures have pro- 
duced, it would be the Height of 
Madnefs in us to do any Thing that © 
might induce his Majefty to alter 
them, which is plainly the Defign 
of the Addreis propofed, and there- 


—_ I thall be mof heartily agzing 
But before I have done, m 1, 
I muft take Notice of an 2s 
tion that has been thrown out, as f 
neither the Hanowerian nor Hefian 
Troops could or would 2@ apaini 
the Emperor. I am of Opinion 
that it will be no Way neceflary for 
them to a& direéily againft the Em- 
peror; becaufe, if by keeping a 
powerful Army upon the Frontiers 
of France, we prevent its being in 
their Power to fend any confiderable 
Reinforcement to the Afiitance of 
the Emperor in Germany, or of the 
Spaniards in Ital or Savy, the 
Queen of Hungary will foon be able 
to compel the Emperor to accept of 
her Terms, or at leaft to agree to 
a Neutrality ; and then. neither her 
Hungarian Majefty’s Troops nor ours 
will have any farther Occafion to 
aé& direétly againft the Emperor. 
But if it fhould become abfolutely 
neceflary for us to att diredlly a- 
gainft him, both the Hanoverian 
and Heffans, even tho’ they were 
not in our Pay, might act diretily 
againft the Emperor without tre: 
pafling upon any Law or Conilitu- 
tion of the Empire ; for as the Em- 
peror was the firft Aggreffor, and 
confequently the firft T'refpafler up- 
on the fundamental Laws of the 
Empire, no Law can hinder any 
Prince of the Germanick Body 10 
ailift the Queen of Hungary in te 
pelling Force by Force, This, ! 
thall grant, would be atting comra 
Imperatorem, but it would not be com 
tra Imperatorem §5 Imperium, and the 
latter only is what fubjeéts a Mem- 
ber to the Ban of the Empire; for 
the Members of that auguit Bocy 
would be in a moft terrible Situa 
tion, if they could not affift one ano 
ther againft an opprefiive Emperor, 
who fhould attack any one of them 
in a hoftile Manner; and without 
any Authority from the known Laws 
and Conftitutions of the Empire.

Pay, I fhall conclude with befeech- 


ing your Lordfhips to confider the

after that never comes by Degrees:

as well as a great Part of our Debts, 
were occafioned by the fame Hn- 
mour we now feem again to be fall- 
ing into. Inftead of taking a jult 
Share in the War, and obliging 
thofe who were to be the greateit 
Gainers by its Succefs, to be the 
larget Contributors towards carry- 
ing it on, we became the Champi- 
ons and “Squires of Europe: We not 
only fought their Rattles, but we

the poor, diftrefled Waliocns, perfecuted for 
Confcience Sake. To thefe poor People the 
gave great Encouragement, and allowed them 
Churches, or Chapels, in feveral Parts of 
England, wifely difperfing them throughout 
the Kingdom, that they might the farther 
{fpread their Trade. Thefe intermarrying 
wich our own People, fe diffuied their Craft, 
that, from that Time, the Woollen Manufac- 
ture flourifhed greatly ; God amply rewarding 
the Hofpitality of the Emg!; Nation with 
the moft beneficial Branch of Commerce ia 
the World, brought as by thofe poor Refu- 
gees; the Effeéts of which every Individual 
feels the Benefit of. 

In the Reign of Charles 11, and that of

flourithing, that we cope with, nay even C 


exceed, all that is wrought in France. Have 
not the French Refugees eftablifhed the Ma- 
pufature of all Sorts of Stuffi, mix'd with 
Silk, Velwets, Plufbes, Ratteens, Gamblets, 
Gc? They have, likewife, brought io the 
Manufaéture of Paper, which is, now, as 
good as that of the French or Dutch, and ex- 
ceeds both in Colour; that of Hats, which, 
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the Kiogdom, in bringing and eftablifhing 
that Manufaéture there. Colour was want- 
ing, but, by the Induftry of Dutch Bleach. 
ers, they have, at laft, furmounted that Ar- 
ticle.

Hill, a Cardmaker, for felling and expofing 
Cards to Sale, knowing the Stamp or Mark 
thereon to be falfe and counterfeit, Jacob 
Cordofa, a Few, for breaking out of Newgate 
while under Sentence of Tran{portation. Se- 
muel Mofes, Solomon Atbern and Michael Jude, 
three Jews, for waking open the Houfe of 
Me. Young, a Goldfmith io Sloofirr: and 
robbing him of Plate, &c. to a great Value, 

Hill was alfo try'd for counterfeiting the 
Labels and Stamps denoting the Duty paid 
on Cards. It appeared by the Evidence, that 
he had a Garret ia Southwark, wherein was 
a Rolling Prefs, and other Implements fit 


for counterfeiting the Stamps, Ge. but as 
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no Plates were found, nor any Proof given to 
the Court of his having been feen working 
them off, the Jury found him guilty of only 
one Part of the Indi&tment, viz. vending and 
felling Cards knowing them to be counter 
feit, which was proved by his late Mafter.

Y Advices from Paris we hear, that a 

new Treaty of Commerce has been lately 
concluded between France and Spain, in Con- 
fequence of which, the Company fortned at 
St. Males, is for the future to have a Privilege 
of fending direétly to the Sparifh Weft Indies, 
all Sorts of Merchandize, Cloth only ex- 
cepted; which, if true, is a new Breach of 
the Treaty of Utrecht; for by that Treaty 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty exprefsly promifes, 
* That he will not, for the Intereft of his 
* Subjeéts, endeavour to obtain, or accept of 
* any other Ufage of Navigation and Trade 
‘in Spain, and the Spaeifb Indies, than 
* what was practifed there in the Reign of 
© Charlies the 2d of Spaim, or than what 
« thall likewife be fully given and granted at 
* the fame Time, to other Nations and Peo- 
* ple concern’d in Trade.” 

The French and Spaniards feem to be pre- 
paring for fome nava! Expedition from Toulon, 
in order to relieve the Spani/> Army under 
the Duke of Maodenz and Count Gages in 
Italy; for the French Gazettes fay, that 16 
Battalions and 12 Squadrons of Spani/b Troops, 
with 145 Pieces of Cannon, and 20,000 Fu- 
zils, ate arriv’d there, to be embarked on 
board the Ships defigned for this Expedition ; 
that thefe Troops are to be joined by a large 

ody of French Troops; that there are 20 

rench and g. Spanifb Men of War in that 
Road now reacy to fail, befides others fitting 
out, for which they are prefiing all the Sea- 
men from the Merchant Ships ; and that 18 
Sail of Men of War are already failed from 
Breft to Toulon 3 but as no confiderable Rein- 
forcement has as yet been fent to Admiral 
Matthews, we muft look upon thefe Accounts 
2s mere Gafconades; for furely we will not 
again allow a French Admiral to tell our Ad- 
miral, He fhall not attack the declared Enemies 
of bis Country, when be'bappens to meet them in 
the open Seas, 

The French are making vaft Preparations 
for carrying on the War with Vigour next 
Campaign. For this Parpofe his Moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty has iffued four feveral Ediéts for 
reviving Taxes abolifhed fiance the Year 1715, 
and feveral Augmentations are to be made to 
their Army. Among others, Count Lewend- 
ball, lately a General in the Ruffian Service, 
is to raife a Regiment of two Battalions in 
Germany, and a Regiment of four Battalions 
is to be raifed for them in Poland, to be com- 
manded by Saxon Officers, Their Huffars are 
likewife to be augmented with the Addition 
of two Regiments, and Orders were given for 
augmenting the Swift Regiments in their Ser- 


vice ; but in this they did not a&t with their . 


wfual Pradence ; for his Majefty having iffued. 
his Orders for this Purpofe, before afking 
Leave of the Swit Cantons, they look’d up- 
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on it as an Incroachment upon their Indepen- 
dency ; and therefore, when the Queftion wae 
brought before the fupreme Council of the 
Canton of Bern, upon the 34 Inftant, it was 
carried in the Negat? . by 92 to 17. 

Notwithftanding tae French boafting fo much 
of their having marched a Body of Troops 
over the Rhine, their Defign, if they had 
any, feems to be difappointed; for their 
Troops have all marched back again, except 
a few that are left to compleat and guard the 
Works, they have thrown up for covering the 
Head of their Bridge upon the German Side 
of that River, 

The Commandant of the Spanifh Troops 
at St. Roch near Gibraltar has fign’'d a Con- 
veotion with our Governor of that Place, to 
the following Purpofe, ‘ That the Spanifh 
© Privateers fhould be reftrained for the future 
* from cruifing in the Streights of Gibraltar, 
“ on Condition that the Englifb Ships thould 
* not ftop the Barks which carry Provifions 
© to Ceuta, or which come from thence, but 
* that they permit them to pafs freely ; and 
‘ that in order to diftinguith thefe Barks for 
© the future, the Commanders of them thould 
‘ carry a Blue Flag.’ This is the Spamjb Ac- 
count of this new Convection; but it is to 
be hoped, the Treaty is much fuller on our 

ide than what is here mentioned, otherwife 
it will feem not to be much better than the 
Jaft Convention we concluded with that Na- 
tion. 

On the 8th of laft Month, O.S. Prince 
Charles of Lorain went to the Emprefs Dow- 
ager at Vienna, and after the Compliments 
of the Day, which was the Feaft of S¢, Eli- 
mabetb, and the Name- Day of the Emprefs, 
his Highnefs demanded of her Majefly in 
Form, the Arch. Duchefs, her fecond Daugh- 
ter, in Marriage, which her Majefty readily 
confented to, and the Efpoufals were celebra- 
ted the fame Day; but we have not yet 
heard of the nuptial Ceremony's having been 
perform'd, 

The whole verbal Procefs of the Depofi- 
tions made by the Perfons concern’d in the 
Plot in Mufcovy, againft the Marquis de Botta, 
has been fent to Vienna ; and yet by the News 
from Vienna, this knotty Affair feems to be 


entirely over: Nay, they go farther and fay, 


that a new Alliance has been concluded be- 
tween the Courts of Viexna, a, Sweden, 
and Denmark; but the Truth of this is ren- 
dered very doubtful by our laft Accounts from 
Peterburg, which fay, that in a Conference 
held at the Great Duke’s, it was refolved, to 
acquaint the Court of Denmark with the Im- 
poilibility of his Imperial Highnefs’s aceept- 
ing the Plan propofed for the Exchange of 
Ducal Holfein, for the Counties of ldenbourg, 
and Delmenborft.
